Oslo, Norway, May 24—(Thursday) 
(@)—General Umberto Nobile in his 
dirigible Italia cruised over the North 
Pole for almost an hour early today. 

Reaching the pole from King’s Bay, 
Spitzbergen, some 750 miles away, 
about 1 a. m., the airship circled near 
it until about 2a. m. Then the 
Italia headed south for Spitzbergen.

King’s Bay, Spitzbergen, May 23.— 
(P)—With high hopes of reaching the 
north pole for the second time, General 
Umberto Nobile set out in the dirigible 
Italia at 4:40 o’clock this morning. 
There was a picked crew aboard, and 
with favorable atmospheric conditions, 
which prevailed at the start, the ex- 
plorer hoped to reach the pole by 
midnight. 

At 9 o'clock in the morning came 
word that the Italia was over Amster- 
dam Island, northwest of Spitzbergen, 
and at noon the dirigible radioed that 
the flight was progressing satisfac- 
torily and all was well. The wind 
then was northeast.

Extremists on Either 
Side; “Steam Rolls” 
Smith Supporters. 


Beaumont, Tex., May 23.—(?)— 
Sixty men and women, wielding a to- 
tal of 40 votes, were delegated to- 
night by the state democratic conven- 
tion here to attend the national con- 
vention and vote for a dry platform 
and dry presidential candidate, as a 
result of dramatic victories by Gover- 
nor Dan Moody over first one and 
then the other “extreme factions” of 
the party in Texas. 

Applying the steam roller to sup- 
porters of Governor Alfred E. Smith, 
of New York, Governor Moody’s 
forces defeated a move that would 
have assured several Smith delegates 
on the Texas slate, after having vot- 
ed down, with Smith aid, an attempt 
to instruct the delegation specifically 
against Governor Smith. 

A definite break with the Smith 
supporters, who had helped the Moody 
group defeat the ultra-dry faction for 
control of the convention, came over 
the manner of choosing the Texas na- 
tional delegates. 

The Smith men wanted to let the 


congressional district state delegations 
choose their own national delegates, 
but the governor, “‘crucifying” himself 
as he called it, renounced a previous 
stand for supremacy of the districts, 
and swung a convention majority for 
a resolution providing selection of the 
delegates by a committee appvinted 
by the chairman. This method in- 
sured only dry delegates. 

Governor Moody was elected chair- 
man of the delegation. 

When a roll call on the question 
was halted, Governor Moody went be-

DILL IS ALTERED 


House and Senate Bodies 
in Conference Agree To 
Changes; Sale of Fertil- 
izer Is Banned. 


Washington, May 23.—()—Senate 
house conferees reached a new 
agreement tonight on. the Muscle 
Shoals bill, retaining the Cove Creek 
dam construction provision of the 
house bill but eliminating the sections 
of the original conference report which 
would have authorized the manufac- 
ture at the Muscle Shoals plant of 
mixed fertilizer. 


Under the revised conference agree- 
ment, the government corporation 
would be restricted purely to experi- 
mentation in fertilizer and not in its 
production or sale. The provisions of 
the original conference report author- 
izing production of fixed nitrogen in 
such form as to permit it to be han- 
dled without danger to plant life or 
to workers on the farm were not 
changed. 

Members of the conference commit- 
tee said senate leaders anticipated con- 
siderable objection in the senate to 
the retention of th Cove Creek dam 
provision. They were unwilling to 
predict whether it would be possible 
to get the revised conference measure 
through the senate during the brief 
period remaining of the present ses- 
sion of congress.

BOMB EXPLOSION 
FATAL TO SEVEN 


34 Seriously Injured in:

Buenos Aires, May 235.—(?)—One 
bomb outrage which took at least | 
seven lives and injured nearly half | 
a hundred others, and discovery of a | 
second bomb, explosion of which was | 
narrowly averted, marked today what 
police considered the most violent anti- 
fascist demonstrations staged in this 
country.in two years or more, 

Seven persons were killed outright 
when the first bomb exploded in the 
passport bureau of the newly occu- 
pied Italian consulate just before 
noon, and 34 others were sent either 
dying or seriously injured to hospitals. 
So badly mutilated were the bodies of 
those killed it is feared still others 
were blown to pieces. Partial identi- 
fication of those known dead showed 
three Argentine men, one Spanish 
woman and three Italians. 

Fuse Is Stamped Out.

Relief Bill 


Washington, May 25.—()—The 
text of President Coolidge’s message 
vetoing the McNary-Haugen farm re- 
lief bill follows: 

To the senate: 


Senate bill 3555, called the surplus 
control act, is in some respects an im- 
provement over senate bill 4808 of 
the last congress. It includes sev- 
eral provisions, which, if unencum- 
bered by objectionable features, would 
form a basis for a measure that 
should do much to develop stronger 
business organizations in agriculture. 
But the present bill contains not only 
the socalled equalization fee and other 
features of the old measure prejudi- 
cial, in my opinion, to sound public 
policy and to agriculture, but also 
new and highly objectionable prvvi- 
In its entirety it is little less 
undesirable than the earlier measure. 
The bill still is unconstitutional. This 
position is supported by the opinion 
of the attorney general, which is 
hereto attacked. 


Searcity of Market. 


In its essentials the objectionable 
plan proposed here is the stimulation 
of the price of agricultura] commodi- 
ties and products thereof by artifi- 
cially controlling the surpluses so that 
there will be an apparent scarcity on 
the market. 


This is to be done by means of a 


board having. supposedly adequate 
powers and adequate funds to accom- 
plish such purpose through various 
agencies, governmental and private. 
the surpluses of the different selected 
commodities so accumulated by the 
board are then to be sold by export 
and otherwise directly or throngh 
such agencies at whatever loss is nec- 
essary in making the disposition, the 
fund to pay the losses and other costs 
while at first furnished by the gov- 
ernment is ultimately to be replaced 
and thereafter replenished from time 
to time by means of a tax or fee 
charged against the product. The 
theory is that the enhanced price of 
the commodity would enable the pro- 
ducers to pay the equalization fee and 
still reap a profit. 


Bureaucratic Tendencies. 
The recurring problem of surpluses 


ject of deep concern to. the entire na- 
tion, and any economically sound, 
of it would -com- 
mand not only the approval but the 
profound gratitude of onr people. The 
present measure, however, falls far 
short of that most desirable objec- 
tive; indeed, although it purports to 
provide farm relief by lessening the 
cares of our greatest industry, it not 
only fails to accomplish that purpose 
but actually heaps even higher its 
control, of dis- 


tion, 

It embodies a formidable array of 
perils for agriculture which are all 
the more menacing because of their 
being obscured in a maze of ponder- 
ously futile bureaucratic parapher- 
nalia. In fact, in spite of the in- 
clusion im this measure of some con- 
structive steps’ proposed by the ad- 
ministration, it renews most of the 
more vicious devices which appeared 
in the bill that was vetoed last year. 


Muchly Altered. 


This document is much altered from | 
its previous form but its substance, | 
mate elfect of tending to delude the 
farmer with a fantastic promise of 
unworkable governmental price recu- 
lation, is still as repugnant as eter 
to the spirit of our institutions, both 
political and commercial. 

A detailed analysis of all of the ob-! 


jections to the measure would involve 
a document of truly formidable pro- 
portions. However, its major weak- 
nesses and perils may be summarized 
under six headings: 

(1.) Its attempted price-fixing fal- 


cy. 

(2.) The tax characteristics of the 
equalization fee. 

(3.) The widespread bureaucracy 
which it would set up. 

(4.) Its encouragement to profit- 
eering and wastful distribution by 
middlemen. 

(5.) Its stimulation of overproduc- 
tion. 

(6.) Its aid to our foreign agricul- 
tural competitors. : 

These topics by no means exhaust 
the list of fallacious and indeed dan- 
gerous aspects of the bill, but they 
afford ample ground for its emphatic 


rejection, 
Price Fixing. 

(1.) Price Fixing.—This measure is 
as cruelly deceptive in its disguise as 
governmental priee-fixing legislation 
and involves quite an unmistakably 
the impossible scheme of attempted 
governmental control of buying and 
selling of agricultural products 
through political agencies as any of 
the other so-called surplus control 
bills. In fact, in certain respects it 
is much broader and more flagrant 
in its scope. The heights to which 
price lifting might be promised are 
freed from the limitations fixed in 
previous measures. The bill carefully 
avoids any direct allusion to such 
price-fixing functions, but there can 
be no doubt about its intentions and 
authorizations to the federal farm 
board in this respect. 

There is apparently no change in 
the import of the bill in the resolu- 
tions to impose upen the farmer and 
upon the consumer of farm produce 
a regime of futile, delusive experi- 
ments with price fixing, with indirect 
governmental buying and selling, and 
with a nation-wide system of regula- 
tory policing, intolerable espoinage, 
and tax collection on a vast scale. 


Disappoint Farmer. 


These provisions would disappoint 
the farmer by naively implying that 
the Jaw of supply and demand can 
thus be legislatively distorted in his 
favor, Economic history is filled 
with the evidences of the ghastly fu- 
tility of gueh attempts. Flat prices 
match the folly of flat money. 

‘‘The- board. would be~ compelled to 
arrive in some way at the premium 
on the domestic price which would 
be demanded froni the consumer, and 
this figure would have to be fixed 
in the contracts which it would make 
with the millers, packers, canners, 
spinners and other processors, Such 
prices and other terms fixed in the 
contracts would be used by the board 
to caleulate the losses upon which 
it will base the size of the equaliza- 
tion fee. This procedure is the very 
essence of price fixing no matter how 
cumbersome and crudely camouflaged 
it may be. 

By throwing the very large re- 
sources of the government into this 
operation the present bill gives the 
widest latitude for the most vicious 
temptations adherent in autocratic
